today have about 7,000,000 dairy cows, 
which is - one cow for approximately 
every three human beings in these 
states. Milk products of the 7,000,000 
dairy herd have been the prime factor 
in an economic evolution, which is 
rapidly providing farmers with an all 
year round income. The states are 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Illionots, 
Nebraska and the two Dakotas. 


The economic change is the ten- 


dency away from one crop farming 
which dairying has led, and its most 
interesting mainlfestation, the fact 
that in after the war deflation the 
value of dairy products suffered the 
least of all farm goods.

THE AIRCRAFT PROBE 


The testimony before the committee in- 


vestigating th6 condition of the Army and 
Navy air service has revealed little or 
nothing to get excited about thus far. par- 
ticularly not in view of what might have 
been anticipated by the charges of incom- 
petence, politics, previously hurled by Col. 
William Mitchell. TOiile the fireworks 
may be yet to come, it is also true that 
itatements made in the past by Col. Mitch- 
sll will not add anything by repetition be- 
tore the Aircraft board unless"they are 
substantiated by others in position to 
know the facts as well as Col. Mitchell. 


Maj. Gen. Mason M. Patrick, chief of 


the Army Air service, has some complaints 
to register, to be sure, but his testimony is 
a long way from a charge of criminal neg- 
ligence, or incompetence against the offi- 
cers in charge of the "War and Navy de- 
partments. 
wGen. Patrick holds that the air force is 
inadequate, that the force is too small, 


--,h~ere are too few men and officers and 


too few planes of certain types. He holds 


.•=^r^that-his~reeommendations are not acted 
'' 
upon with the dispatch that he believes 
possible, and that some times they are not 
acted upon .at all. He believes that the 
air force is not being developed as rapidly 
as it might be. but on the other hand he 
brings out many good features of this 
branch of the service. 


Our planes and the men who fly them 


ere equal in efficiency to those of any na- 
tion, though it is not so large or so well 
equipped as it should be, he told the board 
•>f inquiry. Further he holds the air force 
Blacks organization and independence of 
functioning which it ought to possess, and 
is a remedy he suggests a plan of organ- 
ization that is quite different from the 
plan advocated by Col. Mitchell. 


"We think that the size of the air force 


and its plan of organization are matters 
for [military experts to decide, though 
there appears to be considerable differ- 
ence of opinion even among the more or 
less expert in this field. "While improve- 
ments upon aircraft are being made so 
rapidly as to leave planes obsolete as rap- 
idly as they are built, there are few who 
will see why the present force should be 
greatly increased in size, though the ra- 
pidity with which changestakeplacemight 
be a good argument for giving the experts 
in this field a free rein in carrying on ex- 
periments with the view of developing bet- 
ter machines. 


However it will be recalled that few 


_ heads of government departments or bu- 


reaus are satisfied with the rate of prog- 
ress permitted for their particular bu- 
reaus. To have a bureau chief outline a 
case for having his bureau made a sep- 
arate department is not a new or novel 
situation. We think that the public gen- 
erally will be relieved to discover that 
there is little basis for the belief that the 
War and Naval departments have been 
pursuing a reckless policy of sending the 
planes and fliers to destruction for the 
purpose of establishing the <-a«-e of the 
battleship or any other old fashioned 
weapon.

Mexico has exported the products of 


its mines, sometimes to conquistadores, 
military or financial, who made no return, 
and sometimes to traders, in exchange 
for luxuries, for art. for church orna- 
ments, and other economically unproduc- 
ti\"e purposes. 


The result is that America has capital 


to operate, in a capitalistic civilization, 
while Mexico, with wealth for one sort of 
civilization, lacks capital for the other.

It is not claimed that any 
single writer of today rivals Shakes 
pea re or Sophocles but it is claimed 
that highly distinguished work is be 
Ing done in the drama by a larger 
number of persons than figured in any 
other of the great periods of drama. 


How long will this period of pro 


ductivlty last? It is a curious thing 
that literary 
productivity seems tc 


como in periods. Literature Is- beinc 
produced all the time but it changes 
its form—from the drama to the nov 
el to poetry to the essay, and so on 
Productivity in one form seems to ex- 
haust itself and It takes/ another 
shape. Only time can tell whether we 
are about at the end of the presen 
period of dramatic production or not 
Meanwhile it is worthwhile to notio 
that we are actually In a period o 
great and varied dramatic writing.
